San Antonio, Texas, May 14.—General 
Frederick Funston tonight -had vir- 
tually completed plans for the reor- 
ganization of the border patrol which, 
he believes, will put to an end the 
raids of marauding bands from across 
the Rio Grande. Details of the pro- 
posed re-distribution of the troops were 
not made public, but it is understood 
that the territory along the interna- 
tiohal boundary will be divided into 
three divisions, with Brigadier Gen- 
eral James Parker, Brigadier General 
William A. Mann and Brigadier Gen- 
eral Harry A. Greene acting as district 
commanders. 

Funston Controls 50,000 Troops. 

With the state troops of Texas, New 
Mexico and Arizona, and additional 
regular army troops now being mobiliz- 
ed, General Funston will have ap- 
proximately fifty thousand men under 
his direct control. By the end of this 
week he plans to have the entire 
fotce in shape and position for serv- 
ice along the international line. 

It is ‘improbable that more troops 

will be sent to Colonel Sibley, who is 
{n charge of the little expedition that 
crossed into Mexico near Boquillas as 
@ result of the raid at Glenn Springs 
and Boquillas a week ago. Four troops 
of cavalry and a machine gun detach- 
ment now are operating close to the 
line, scouting throughout a limited ter- 
ritory south of the border, but it was 
stated there never has been any in- 
tention of sending forward at that 
Point a punitive expedition that would 
compare in size to that of General 
Pershing hii the state of Chihuahua. 
If the-cavairy operating south of Bo- 
any ‘Ddandits 
within a few days its return to stations 
north of the line is probable. 
' Army officers here are deeply in- 
terested, however, in the efforts the 
Mexican troops were reported to be 
making to run down the bandits who 
raided the Big Bend district and who 
still hold as a prisoner Jesse Deemers, 
an Americen store keeper.

WOMAN KILLS SELF 


LATE SUNDAY NIGHT 


IN CENTRAL HOTEL 


Two Letters, Sealed and 
Addressed, Were Found on 
Table in Room of Miss 
| Eleanor Van Valkenburgh, 
of Huntsville. 


TWO TELEGRAMS FOUND 
CLUTCHED IN HER HAND 


She Was Elegantly Dressed 
and Wore Costly Jewelry 
When She Ended Her Life. 
Both Notes Were Marked 
“Personal.” 


Miss Bleanor Van ValkKenburgh, ac- 
cording to the registry of the Ansley 
hotel, committeed suicide at a late 
hour Sunday night in her room, No. 404, 
by shooting herself through the right 
temple with a 32-calibre automatic re- 
bwbdver, She died a few minutes after 
the shot was fired. 

Miss Van Valkenburgh was apparent- 


} Ty “about $0 years of age‘and had been 


a guest of the hotel for about three 
days, registering from Huntsville, Ala. 

When found by the hotel officials she 
was lying across her bed and was fully 
clothed in elegant apparel, wearing a 
large amount of jewelry. Clutched in 
her hand were two telegrams and on 
the table were two letters, sealed and 


addressed. 

She left no note open to explain her 
act and the police did not open the let- 
ters. Both were marked personal. 

One was addressed to Mrs. E. B. Van 
Valkenburgh, of Huntsville, and the 
other to an Atlanta man. 

In her left hand were two telegrams. 
One of them was as follows: 


Tuesday and Wednesday, seeing mother 
tomorrow. 

(Signed) 

The other read: 

No letter: are you all right? 

(Signed) DAN. 

Both were from Cincinnati, Ohio, and 
were addressed to Miss Van Valken- 
burgh, care the Ansley hotel. 


HEARS 
GROANS. 


The hotel authorities became aware 
of the suicide through House Deteo- 
tive D. P. Parks. He was walking 
around the halls of the hotel on his 
regular rounds and on passing this 
room heard groans. Thinking some- 
thing was wrong he obtatned a pass 
key and, going in, found Miss Van 
Valkenburgh lying across the bed fully 
clothed with the automatic lying by 
her right hand. It had evidently slipped 
from her grasp. 

He notified Dr. Walpole Brewer, 
house physician, who went at once 
to her. assistance, but she died in a 
few minutes after he arrived. She did 
not regain consciousness. 


The police were notified of the case 
by Night Clerk N. F. Sandford, Captain 
A. L. Poole and Call Officers Malcolm 
and McWilliams answered the call. 
When they arrived Miss Van Valken- 
burgh was dead. The body was taken 
to the undertaking parlors of Harry 
G. Poole to be held until relatives can

DECREASE IN CONVICTS 
RESULT OF “DRY” LAWS 


J. H. Ewing Suggests That 

Fulton County Use Its 
Prisoners Inside Limits 
Rather Than in Country 
Districts. 


The construction department of the 
city has been hard hit by the recent 
prohibition law, according to figures 
compiled by Karl ‘Brittain, assistant 
chief of construction, 

The city uses wse Majority of the 
prisoners from the stockade for street 
work, and the tabulated statement of 
Mr. Brittain shows that from May 1 
to May 10 the average daily number of 
prisoners available for street work has 
been decreased 16 per cent over the 
period from January 1 to May 1. 

This decrease, shown by the state- 
ment, does not give an accurate idea 
of the real facts in the case, as 
many of the prisoners available for 
work since May 1 were those whose 
terms ran over into May from April. 

Decrease in Prisoners. 

The statement takes note of the fact 
that because of this runover of terms a 
number of men whose terms expired in 
May were released between May 11 and 
May 13, and that this still further de- 
creases the average number .of men 
available for street work. Thé average 
for the year shows a decrease of 26.4 
per cent since January 1, 1916. 

If the two city quarries were to be

BOULDIN SHIFTED 


Revenue Agent Who Had 
Stormy Tenure Here Is 
Transferred to St. Louis 
and to New Line of Work. 


Briscoe B. Bouldin, United States in- 
ternal revenue agent at Atlanta since 
last February 1, whose recent sensa- 
tional controversy with C. T. Hopkins, 
@ prominent local attorney, attracted 
wide attention, was yesterday notified 
that he had been transferred to the 
department of revenue accounts, with 
headquarters at St. Louis, and will 
leave Atlanta for that city tonight. 

He will be succeeded as revenue 
agent here by E. C. Yellowley, who for 
some time has ibeen revenue agent at 
Nashville, having jurisdiction over the 
district embracing Tennessee and Ala- 
bama. 

The new appointment came, Mr. Boul- 
din said last night, in response to his 
own request, made about the time of 
his transfer to this city from the Louis- 
ville, Ky., revenue office, and the order 
transferring him bears date of May 11. 
It reached Atlanta last Saturday after- 
noon. 

Has Fight With Lawyer. 

About two months ago a fist fight 
occurred in Mr. Hopkins’ office in the 
Healey building between the revenue 
agent and the attorney, as a result, 
Mr. Hopkins charged in a signed state- 
ment, of the official’s attempt to extort 
$2,000 from Jacobs’ Pharmacy, Hopkins’ 
client, upon threats of prosecution for 
alleged violations of the Harrison anti- 
narcotic drug act. It was reported that 
the department of justice last week 
ordered United States District Attorney 
Hooper Alexander to make a report of 
the affair, and it was then that Hop- 
kins issued a sensationa) statement, 
which was published in The Constitu- 
tion Saturday morning, in which. he 
charged Bouldin with attempted black- 
mail. 

In a signed statement, equally sensa- 
tional, Bouldin replied in Sunday morn- 
ing’s issue of The Constitution, and 
flatly charged the attorney of deviating 
widely from the truth. 

Mr. Bouldin emphatically disclaimed 
last night that the Hopkins-Jacobs’ 
Pharmacy affair had any part in his 
being transferred at this time to an- 
other line of work and a distant city. 

Asks for New Job. 

“T asked fo® the transfer myself,” he 
said, “a long time ago, and the order 
granting my request was dated May 11. 
I doubt if the department knows any- 
thing about my trouble with Hopkins.” 

Mr. Bouldin explained that the work 
he is to take up at St. Louis consists 
in checking the accounts of and work 
done by revenue agents all over the 
country, and he said there are onlv six 
men in the government's employ en- 
gaged in that particular capacity, His 
duties will not keep him in St. Louis, 
his new headquarters, he said, but they 
require him, like the five others in that 
department, to visit and make inspec- 
tions-of the offices in all sections, as 
they may be directed to do from time 
to time by the department in Washing-

SOUTH'S VETERANS 


For the Birmingham Re- 
union—City Lavishly Dec- 
orated — Stars and Bars 
Mingle With Stars and 
Stripes. 


Birmingham, Ala., May 14.—Thousands 
of gray-clad veterans of the late civil 
war, remnants of the proud armies of 
the confederacy, today began the siege 
of Birmingham for their twenty-sixth 
annual reunion, which begins Tuesday 
and lasts three days. They were ac- 
companied by hosts of Sons and 
Daughters of the Confeddracy, who will 
provide the social features which have 
become @ prominent part of the reunion 
gatherings. 

General Bennett H. Young, of Louis- 
ville, Ky., commander-in-chief of the 
United Confederate Veterans, and Gen- 
eral W. E. Mickle, of New Orleans, 
chief of staff, were among the early 
arrivals. Special trains from all sec- 
tions of the south also brought de- 
partmental - commanders and 
staffs, together with sponsors, 
and matrons of honor and throngs of 
encampment visitors. 

Like Army Encampment. 

The Fair grounds resembles an army 
encampment, with its streets of tents, 
all waiting for the mobilization of the 
old soldiers. Ample accommodations 
have been arranged, it is stated, for all 
who will attend. At the Hippodrome 
theater workmen have ‘built what is 
said to be one of the largest dancing 
floors ever devoted to a dance in-the 
pouth. Here will be staged the several 
reunion balls. 

Birmingham is lavishly decorated for 
the occasion, the stars and bars of the 
confederacy being freely mingled with 
the stars and stripes of the union in 
the decorative scheme. : 

An interesting feature in connection 
with the housing of the veterans in 
the miniature camp pitched on the lawn 
of the home of General E. W. Rucker, 
on Twelfth avenue, south, where he 
will entertain the remaining members 
of his escort as general in command 
of Rucker’s brigade, Forrest cavalry, in 
the Confederate army. Quarters have 
been prepared for twenty-five men. 
Another division of the Forrest men, 
who usually are features of the reun- 
lons, arrived from Memphis today, 
headed by General W. A. Collier. 

Veterans From the West. 

The delegations from Texas, Ar- 
kansas, Oklahoma and other western 
states will not begin to arrive until 
tomorrow, the Arkansas soldiers will 
be the first to arrive. Texas veterans 
headed by General J. H. Van Zant, com- 
mander of the Trans-Mississippi de- 
partment, and General Felix H. Robert- 
son, of Crawford, Texas, and special 
trains carrying the Oklahoma 
souri contingents are éxpected to ar- 
rive late Monday. 

General Young, the veteran com- 
mander-in-chief, is quoted as having 
declined to be a candidate for re-elec- 
tion, but leading veterans insist his 
name will go before the convention. A 
spirited fight is promised by the Mem- 
phis visitors to capture the reunidn 
for 1917, but Washington and Atlanta 
also are said to be in the race.

Radical Prohibition Report. 

One of the most important subjects 
to be acted upon during the coming 
week is the general statement of the 
attitude of the church on the question 
of temperance and prohibition. The 
temperance committee has agreed upon 
a report which goes farther than the 
Methodist Episcopal church has ever 
gone before. 

Whereas four years ago the main 
drive was for passage of the interstate 
liquor shipment bill as the immediate 
national issue, this report declares 
that the liquor traffic cannot be li- 
censed without sin and specifically urg- 
ed the immediate submission by con- 
gress of a prohibition amendment for 
the action of the states. Pending the 
submission and ratification of this 
amendment the conference wants con- 
gressional prohibition in all territory 
under the jurisdiction of congress, spe- 
cifically including the District of Co- 
lumbia.

Russians Have Thrown a 
Fresh Force Into the At- 
tack Directed Against the 
Bagdad Region. 


JUNCTION WITH BRITISH 
OBJECTIVE OF RUSSIANS 


Some of Czar’s Forces in 120 

Miles of Bagdad—On the 
Other Fronts Practically 
Only Artillery Fighting Is 
Reported. 


London, May 14.—Asiatic Turkey is 
the only war theater where infantry 
actions of any great importance are 
reported. On the line in France and 
Belgium and in the Austro-Italian thea- 
ter there have been minor engagements. 
On the Russian front bombardments 
alone are in progress. : 

The Russians and the Turks are 
continuing their attacks and counter 
attacks in the region south of the Black 
sea littoral and also west of the Per- 
sian’ border, where the Russians are 
endeavoring to force their way through 
the Mesopotamia region, with Bagdad 
and a junction with the British forces 
farther south their evident objectives. 

To the northwest of Erzerum, in the 
Kope mountain region, Constantinople 
reports the repulse with heavy losses 
of Russian attacks to regain lost po- 
sitions. Petrograd admits that in this 
general region, around Erzingan and 
Aschkala, the Turks forced their ad- 
Vance guards to retire at some points, 
but says the Ottoman forces desisted 
in their attacks after having suffered 
extremely heavy casualties. 

Farther south, to the east of Mosul. 
the Russians are throwing e2 fresh 
force into the attack directed against 
the Bagdad region. Here they have 
occupied the Rowanduse region, which 
lies some 120 miles north of Kasr-i- 
Shirin, where they were last reported 
to be operating. This would plate 
the Russian troops at pointa about 220 
miles north and 120 miles northeast of 
Bagtad. © 

The region of Le Mort Homme, north- 
west of Verdun, again is under heavy 
bombardment, while east of the Meuse 
an intermittent cannonading is in prog- 
ress, No infantry attacks have been 
attempted. The Germans succeeded in 
entering British trenches in the Ploeg- 
steert wood, but were immediately eject- 
ed, while British patrols captured the 
German trenches south of La Bassee 
canal. The Germans are showing con- 
siderable artillery activity against nu- 
merous sectors held by the British. 

The Italians, according to the Aus- 
trian communication, launched vigorous 
attacks against the Austrians on the 
Doberdo plateau, west of San Martino. 
but they were put down after a severe 
struggle. On the remainder of this 
front there have been only bombard- 
mente. 


GERMANS BOMBARD 
DEAD MAN HILL. 


Paris, May 14.—French positions near 
Igead Man Hill on the Verdun front 
were bombarded violently last night, 
but there was no infantry attack. A 
German thrust south of Roye was re- 
pulsed, the war office statement to- 
day says. The announcement follows: 

‘South of Roye we repulsed an at- 
tack on one of our trenches in the 
wood of Loges. 

“In the region of Verdun there was 
no event of importance during the night 
with the exception of a violent bom- 
bardment in the vicinity of Dead Man 
Hill, 

“Elsewhere on the front the night 
passed quietly.” 

The official communication issued by 
the war office tonight reads: 

“In the Argonne at La Fille Mort we 
exploded two mines which destroyed 
a German trench. 

“In the region of Verdun there was 
intermittent cannonading in different 
sectors, but no infantry action. 

“Calm prevailed on the rest of the 
front.” 

Belgan communication: 

“After a period of calm the artillery 
action was renewed with great ac- 
tivity in the region of Dixmude.”

Army Bill Disposed Of, At- 
tention Will Be Turned to 
Completion of the Naval 
Building Program. 


Washington, May 14.—National de- 
fense legislation is again to the fore 
in congress, and, with final disposition 
of the army reorganization bill this 
week, attention will be turned to the 
completion of the naval building pro- 
gram which is to be passed on Thurs- 
day by the house committee on naval 


affairs. 

As soon the committee reports on 
the naval increases the task of work- 
ing out the revenue problem to meet 
the extraordinary defense expenditures 
will be undertaken by the house ways 
and means committee in co-operation 
with the senate finance committee and 
administration leaders see their way 
cleared for reasonably prompt action 
on these matters after the national 
political conventions in June. 

The compromise army reorganization 
bill which will provide for a regular 
army of 206,000 men at peace strength 
is reasonably satisfactory to the adyo- 
cates of adequate national defense, and 
they now are hopeful that the naval 
increases will at least be commensurate 
with the long stride ahead with re- 
spect to the land defenses of the na- 
tion. 

The conference report on the army 
bill will be put in final form tomorrow, 
and probably will be submitted to the 
house and senate for approval early 
this week. It should be on the presi- 
dent’s desk for approval by Friday or 
Saturday at the latest. 

Slump in Legislative Progress. 

There was a slump in the progress 


of general legislation last Week owing 
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to the filibuster in the senate against 
the $43,000,000 rivers and harbors bill 
and a fight in the house on the rural 
credits bill. Senators Kenyon and 
Sherman, who have been alone in con- 
ducting the rivers and harbors fight, 
admit that they have no chance of suc- 
cess, and their efforts are expected to 
terminate within a day or two. Then 
the senate will take up the public land- 
leasing bill. The rural credits fight 
is expected to end with passage of the 
bill before adjournment tomorrow 
night. 

In the house attention will be direct- 
ed chiefly during the week to the gov- 
ernment shipping bill. The rules com- 
mittee contemplates bringing in a spe- 
cial rule on Tuesday with a view to 
disposing of the measure within a few 
days, but a fight already has been or- 
ganized by the minority against this 
plan, and it may be frustrated. Ad- 
ministration leaders, however, are de- 
termined to press the bill for early 
action, and the senate steering commit- 
tee has agreed that all other pending 
measures shall give way to it whenever 
the house can send it over. 

McAdoo Works for Ship Measure. 

Sceretary McAdoo visited the capitol 
on several occasions last week in the 
interest of the shipping bill. He talk- 
ed with democratic senators who op- 
posed the ship purchase bill in the last 
congress, some of whom are still in- 
Clined to vote against the measure in 
its modified form. because of its pro- 
vision for government operation of 
ships for a period of five years after 
the close of the European war. Senator 
Clarke, of Arkansas, leader of the dem- 
ocratic revolt on the ship bill last year, 


is chairman of the commerce commit- 


tee, which will have the new measure 
under consideration. He has made no 
definite comment of his attitude toward 
it as modified by the house merchan 
marine committee. It is known, ho 
ever, that the president and other ad- 
ministration leaders have been urging 
spl to support such legislation at this 

In the house Representative Hum- 
phreys, of Mississippi, will seek to have 
passed next Wednesday the flood con- 
trol bill. The house, in committee of 
the whole, has completed the sections 
of the bill relating to the Mississippi 
river and will take up the Sacramento 
river part of the bill next Wednesday, 
and. according to Mr. Humphreys, prob- 
ably will pass the measure that day 
and send it over to the senate.

Premier Asquith Responsi- 
ble for Modification of Re- 
strictions--Real Irish Coun- 
cil May Govern Ireland. 


Dublin, May 14.—The great modifica- 
tion in the regulations or martial law 
‘gave the people of Dublin today a free- 
.dom of movement strongly contrasting 
with the restrictions imposed since the 
rebellion. All may now come and go 
as they wish between the hours of 4 in 
the morning and midnight. During the 
[ eens four hours they must keep 
within doors. : 

It is generally understood that Pre- 
mier Asquith is responsible for this re- 
laxation. The premier’s study of con- 
ditions and the sentiments of the peo- 
ple apparently convinced him that there 
was no great element of rebellious 
spirit remaining. 

Mr. Asquith’s chief occupation since 
his arrival in Dublin has consisted in 


of the Irish crisis and in ascertaining 
whether it would be advisable to re- 
turn to the former system of govern- 
ment or adopt a change of rule more in 
accordance with the wishes of the peo- 
ple. The premier has also given some 
attention to minor factors, these hav- 
ing to do with the disposal of the re- 
maining rebel prisoners and compensa- 
tion for the material damage dpne in 
Dublin. 
Asquith Questions Rebels. 

Neither of these questions has yet 
‘been solved, but Mr. Asquith had an 
opportunity to see and question a num- 
ber of rebels in the detention barracks 
and today again visited the ruins of the 
buildings destroyed in the various sec- 
tions of the city. 

Nationalist and unionist circles ani- 
matedly discussed tentative suggestions 
respecting the future government of 
the country, with hope, but without cer- 
tainty, that a change for the better 
would be brought about. Mr. Asquith’s 
presence here has lent color to the be- 
lief that the prime minister had some 
project in mind and that his study of 
conditions on the spot would hel» him 
formulate a definite plan to place before 
parliament. 

The view widely prevails that Mr. 
Asquith will propose to incornorate 
the nationalist and unionist forces of 
armed volunteers into the auxiliary 
troops of the imperial army and thus 
avoid the admittedly perilous problem 
of disarming .everybody in Ireland not 
belonging to the recognized military 
organizations. ~ 

Real Irish Executive Council. 

At the same time the opinion grows 
apace in favor of a real Irish executive 
council, formed of Irishmen entirely 
conversant with the people and their 
aspirations and needs. : 
All the newspapers, whatever their 
politics, express the desire that the 
best should be made out of the situa- 
tion and call for concessions by the 
extremists of both sides, who, they de- 
clare, do not represent the true feel- 
ings of the Irish people. 
The vast majority of Irishmen, In 
conversing on the present position, 
avoid any wild talk, and appear anxious 
to appease the differences existing be- 
tween the various parties by agreeing 
on any plan which offers a fair chance 
of a stable government in which all 
could have confidence. 

Deep sorrow prevails amv. §*he peo- 
ple of Dublin, many of whom los: Tela- 
tives either among the rebels or troops 
during the fignting or among the civil- 
ians who suffered death by stray shots. 
Many reports are current concerning 
the alleged harshness of the troops, but 
so far as Can be learned these appear 
to have arisen from exaggerated stories 
passing from mouth to mouth.

been accepted, and he still was ambas- 
sador to Turkey. He added. however, 
that he wanted to remain in America 
to explain to the general public the 
actual conditions existing in Turkey. 
He said he thought he could be of more 
service here than in Turkey. 

The Rev. James P. McNaughton, who 
has been a missionary in Turkey for 
the American board of commissioners 
for foreign missions, said that the most 
moderate estimate of the number of 
Armenians destroyed by massacre, tor- 
tures, starvation and exposure was not 
less than 500,000. Nearly 1,000,000 sur- 
vive, he added, but they are destitute. 

Contributions made during the meet- 
ing for Armenian and Syrian relief 
amounted to $30,000.

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SHOULD WITHDRAW I117. 


The railroads of Georgia should with- 
draw and abandon at least that portion of 
their petition for incréased freight rates 
in Georgia which applies to live stock, fresh 
Meats, packing house and agricultural 
products. 

Complaints of the injury that will be 
done the cattle and meat industry through- 
out the state, if these increases should be 
authorized, are coming from every section 
of Georgia. J. B. Settle, a well-known Butts 
county. merchant and farmer, writes The 
Constitution: 

For several years we have thought 
the railroads were in sympathy with ®his 
industry in this section, and a great 
many of our people are interesting 
themselves. But the attitude the rail- 
roads are placing themselves in now 
will result in tearing dowr what they 
have heiped to build up. We hope the 
railroad authorities will see what a bur- 
den they are proposing to put on this 
industry and reconsider a request that 
would certainly cripple it in this sec- 
tion. 

Similar comments are reaching The Con- 
stitution every day. They are confined to 
ho one section; they deal with a growing, 
and what will soon be a great, Georgia in- 
dustry, provided it is not handicapped out 
of existence by burdens greater than it can 
bear. 

The very suggestion of increasing the 
cattle rate, and indirectly at least the rate 
on fresh meats and packing house products, 
is incomprehensibly contradictory. 

Certain railroads in Georgia have gone 
to the extent of awarding blooded stock and 
pigs to corn club boys and others, with no 
other idea in view than to build the cattle 
and live stock industry along their own lines 
and throughout the state. 

It is impossible to conceive upon what 
theory they now propose to tear down, or 
to adopt a policy the effect of which will 
be to tear down, the industry they have been 
80 keen to build. It is in part, at least, their 
own work which they are attacking. 

Of course, the state railroad commission 
will go fully into the facts and reach such 
decision as they justify; but at the same 
time it is not to be credited that the com- 
mission is going to permit the naming of 
such rates as will cripple and hamper an 
industry which is just getting its start, and 
which promises so much for the state. 

There is no apparent reason why Georgia 
should be made to suffer from the too heavy 
burden of intrastate rates in any direction. 
Certainly the Georgia intrastate rates on no 
class should be higher, nor should they im- 
pose any greater burden upon business or 
industry of any sort, than is the case in 
other states similarly situated. : 

_ The railroad commission can, unques- 
tionably, be counted upon to go fully into 
the problem and to reach a fair and just 
conclusion in accordance with the facts pre- 
sented. 

In the meantime the situation as to the 
cattle industry is so palpably clear that there 
is only one reasonable course before the 
railroads, and that is to withdraw that por- 
tion of their petition in which they are seek- 
ing advances on cattle and meats.

Putting the school system on the county 
unit plan eliminates inequalities of school 
taxation, and gives every school child fair 
and equal share in the advantages which 
the schools offer. 

As to free school books, Ben Hill doesn’t 
propose to wait on the state, but will in- 
augurate its own system. Possibly, this 
points the way to the solution of the free 
school book problem—the inauguration of 
the plan by the counties of the state with 
such state aid as the legislature can provide 
to assist them in carrying it out. 

Altogether, the Ben Hill. proposal is a 
decided step in the right direction. It should, 
and undoubtedly will, mean not only better 
schools, but a more thoroughly co-ordinated 
and better productive system, and that is 
what every county in the state should 
aim at. 


NO PLACE FOR SPITEWORK.

Rublee, of the federal trade commission, is, 
it is reported, in danger of rejection on ac- 
count of some personal grievance of Senator 
Gallinger, of New Hampshire. |

can force adverse action on the nomination 
of a man who is so eminently fitted for 
service on the federal trade commission 
as Mr. Rublee is universally conceded to be. 

Mr. Rublee has served on the commis- 
sion ever since it was created, and has 
proven himself to be one of its most valuable 
members. 7 

The Constitution hopes that the demo- 
cratic majority of the senate will not per- 
mit the petty personal animus of any sena- 
tor—be he democrat or republican—to with- 
hold approval of the president’s appointment 
of a man so eminently qualified to discharge 
the duties of the position for which he 
was named, as Mr. Rublee is. 


WHITE COUNTY IN LINE. 


White county has fallen into line with 
the movement, recently set on foot by The 
Constitution, urging the county commission- 
ers in every county in the state to purchase 
one or more full-blooded registered bulls for 
the free and unrestricted use of the farmers 
of the county in their efforts to build the 


cattle industry. 

The Constitution is in receipt of a com- 
munication from E. W. Mead, of White 
county, one of Nacoochee Valley’s best 
known farmers and cattle growers, inclosing 
a copy of the recent grand jury present- 
ments of that county, in which that body 


states: 


We do hereby recommend that the 
county commissioners purchase one 
thoroughbred bull for each militia dis- 
trict in the county for the public use 
of the citizens thereof, said Dull to be 
paid for out of any funds of the county 
as the board may see proper; that the 
said bull be maintained at the expense 
of the county, and we further recom- 
mend that the said commissioners ap- 
point four farmers of the said county to 
act with said commissioners as a com- 
mittee of seven and said committee of 
seven will then be known as a vpurchas- 
ing committee, that said committee have 
the full power and authority to decide 
on the kind of bulls purchased, and that 
said bulls be of some thoroughbred type. 
The said committee is to act without 
any compensation, but shall receive the 
actual expenses incurred in said - pur- 
chase. 


The grand jury recommendation will be 
carried out, Mr. Mead writes. “The cattle 
men in this section are quite jubilant over 
the prospect of having a good bull every 
few miles,” he says, “and once they are 


‘here, the scrub will soon be a discard.” 


That'is not only the way the farmers of 
White county feel about it, but it is the sen- 
timent in every progressive and up-to-date 
county in the state. What they want is the 
opportunity. The farmers of Georgia are 
rapidly waking up to the vital importance of 
the cattle industry, and no county or com- 
munity can better serve itself than to lend 
every possible encouragement in thig direc- 
tion, as has already been done in Fulton and 
several other Geofgia counties. 

In this connection Mr. Mead suggests: 


When the counties of Georgia have 
a complete demonstration farm in each 
militia district in the state, operated 
jointiy by county, state and “federal 
agents, then the farmer will come into 
his own. It seems like a great pity that 
so much money is spent on experiments 
and bulletins, and so little on actual 
demonstration. If Georgia farmers 
would make determined demand for 
these farms they would get them. 


The suggestion is a good one. At least 
a beginning could be made with county dem- 
onstration farms under the direct supervi- 
sion of the county agent, assisted by state 
and federal agents. 

One actual demonstration brought right 
to the door is worth a hundred bulletins; 
and no Georgia county could better serve its 
interests than by brjnging this opportunity 
right up to the farmer’s gate. ,

U. S. Mails to Whisky 


Editor Constitution. I read with much in- 
terest the editorial in The Constitution of May 
12 entitled “As to Federal) Laws,” in which 
aah call attention to the use of the federal 
mails by outside liquor dealers in sending 
liquor advertisements and solicitations for 
liquor orders to citizens of Georgia, includ- 
ing even' children and young women. 

The Alabama legislature in 1915 memorial- 
ized congress to enact a statute denying 
the use of the mails to liquor circulars and li- 
quor advertisements, and named a commis- 
sion of five citizens, of which comimission 
the writer is the chairman, to present the 
matter to congress. The Alabama commis- 
sion, at the request of the Alabama dele- 
\gation in congress, drafted a bill to cover 
the case and it has been introduced in the 
senate by Hon. John H. Bankhead, chairman 
of the senate committee on postoffices and 
post roads, and in the house by Hon. J. W. 
Abercrombie, congressman-at-large from Al- 
abama. The members of the Alabama com- 
mission went to Washington last February 
and had a hearing on the bill before the sen- 
ate and house committees on postoffices and 
post roads, and the bill is still pending be- 
fore the committees. The bill will cover the 
case precisely and will give relief to the pro- 
hibition states as demanded by The Constitu- 
tion. 

The bill has already been indorsed by the 
Georgia Woman’s Christian Temperance 
union, and I am hopeful that the activity of 
The Constitution in calling attention to this 
situation will secure strong support in con- 
gress, especially from the Georgia delega- 
tion. We are very hopeful that the bill will 
be enacted within the year. It is entirely 
wrong for the federal government to allow 
ene of its beneficent agencies tS be utilized 
by criminals outside of the state in their 
effort to violate valid state laws and to 
break down a wholesome state policy. This 
bill has aroused the interest of prohibitionists 
all over the United States, and the National 
Anti-Saloon league has indorsed it and is 
pushing it through its legislative superin- 
tendent at Washington. The Alabama com- 
mission would be glad 
interested in the subject would write letters 
to the Georgia senators and representatives 
in congress, urging them to give their ac- 
tive influence and assistance to the passage of 
the bill, known as the Abercrombie-Bankhead 
bill, to exclude liquor circulars and liquor ad- 
vertising from the federal mails.

The Country Banks 
And the Rate of Interest 


Editor Constitution: [ have been very 
much interested in readng your recent edi- 
torials on the unlawful and anti-social cus- 
tom of charging usurious interest acticed 
by the country national and state banks of 
our commonwealth. I agree with you in the 
contention that the citizen who sells whisky 
illegally is no more anti-social than the bank- 
er who fleeces the helpless farmers of their 
much deserved profits. It also seems to me 
that eight per cent is a fair and reasonabe 
limit in the amount of interest that banks 
should be allowed to collect on loans in this 
state. Of course, it is probably true that 
much larger returns can be made on capital 
skillfully handled in direct productive ac- 
tivity. But it should be left to the invest- 
ment bank to profit by this form of business. 
Meanwhile, the ordinary banking institution 
must be lawfully limited to a definite rate of 
interest in order that the poor farmers who 
need credit may not be imposed upon. 

We are willing to grant that the Georgia 
country banker whose letter you published 
is correct in his contention that the ‘rural 
and country-town banks have considerably 
benefited the farmers in a few instances by 
destroying the absolute power of the cotton 
factor and the supply merchant. But, as 
we all know, this good effect has not come 
from the banks of the great majority of our 
rural communities. 

Even if the banks have reduced the in- 
terest rate from exorbitant rates to rates a 
little lower, we all know that the present 
rates are much too, high and the fact that 
they have been reduced a little is no legiti- 
mate excuse for the flagrant disobedience of 
the law which the rates which you quoted 
necessarily represent. 

For their own good as well as for the gen- 
eral social weal it is high time for the banks 
of this state to read the signs of the time. 
Whither are we tending? The unmistak- 
able tendency of the present age is away 
from the private control of capital to public 
control and thence to socialistic public own- 
ership of all productive capital. Unless the 
banks cease to impose upon the people the 
time willsoon come when the United States, 
like Germany and France, will supply the 
farmers with capital through govéernment- 
owned and operated banks. 

The private rural banks must presently 
choose between legitimate profits under gov- 
ernment supervision or annihilation through 
competition with subsidized government- 
owned rural banks. If the banks will not 
accept the former the latter will be a bless- 
ing. Therefore, if the country bankers have 
no regard for the hoary-headed institution of 
private property and are anxious for the era 
of socialism to arrive, let us all, their fel- 
low-citizens, agitate for government-owned 
rural banks and thereby “help speed the 
day:'

NEW STARS DISCOVERED. 
(From The Indianapolis News.) 
The Mt. Wilson solar observatory has com- 


pleted a catalogue of the magnitudes and col- 
ors of more than a thousand stars in the 
globular cluster of Messier 13. * Nearly 11 
per cent of these stars have negative color 
indices, suggesting that in this direction 
there is no marked absorption of light in 
space. Of the 400 brightest stars, 70 per 
cent are redder than a normal solar type 
star; of the 400 faintest, 85 per cent are bluer 
than the normal solar type star. By s 
tistical methods the parallax of the cluster 
has been found to be less than 0.0001 second 
of arc. Five new variables have been dis- 
covered in this cluster, making a total of

“JESUS CHRIST, THE IDEAL OF WOMAN 
AS WELL AS MAN,” SAYS DR. PORTER 


Rev. Alford Porter, pastor of the Second 
Baptist church, Sunday morning preached a 
sermon on “The Motherhood of God,” taking 
as his text: “As one whom His mother com- 
forteth, so will I] comfort you.” Isaiah 46:13. 
In part, he said: 

“As one whom his mother comforteth so 
will I comfort you. It took a long time 
for man to come to that conception of God. 
In the beginning of the book, in the opening 
of the revelation, God is revealed as a mighty 
Creator, whose massive might made worlds 
A little later on we find Moses discovering 
in God the great I am, the mysterious one 
behind the phenomena of nature, and yet 
coming close to human needs. 

“We read on, and we find David, who 
stood near the sunrise, talking about a God 
who pities with the pity of a father. And 
then we find Isaiah, who went further into 
the courts of God than any of the 
prophets, saving: ‘As one whom his moth- 
er comforteth, so will I comfort you.’ It 
took a long time to climb up to that idea of 
God and some of us have never reached that 
pinnacle yet—that God has in Himself moth- 
erhood as well as fatherhood. 

Christ the Ideal. 

“Jesus Christ was the ideal, not only of 
men, but the ideal of woman also; I mean He 
had the ideal qualities of a perfect woman 
as well as the ideal qualities of a perfect man. 
There are some of the saying of Christ 
that belong to what we would call a man’s 
sphere. ‘Take My yoke upon you and learn 
of Me” ‘If any man would come after Me, 
let him take up his cross and follow Me.’ 
Those sayings belong to the man-spirit in 
Christ. 

“and then there are other passages like 
this: ‘Come unto Me,’ and He seems to 
entend His arms around the whole world. 
‘Come unto Me as ye weary and heavy laden 
and I will give you rest.’ That belongs to 
the woman spirit in Christ. We go to a 
man for leadership, for battle, but we go to 
a woman for rest. And there are other say- 
ings for Christ like these: ‘Woe unto thee, 
Chorazin! Woe unto thee, Bethsaida! It 
shall be more tolerable for Tyre and Sidon at 
the day of judgment than for you.’ That 
belongs to the man-spirit in Christ. 

“«G Jerusalem, Jerusalem; how often would 
I have gathered thy children together, even 
as a hen gathereth her chickens under her 
wings, and ye would not.’ That belongs to 
the woman-spirit in Christ. We go to man 
for judgment, but we g0 to woman for 
mercy. There would be something lacking 
in religion if there were not motherliness 
in God as well as fatherhood. 

Never-Dying Love. 

“God’s love, like mother’s, is never-dying. 
The world may cast you off, but your moth- 
er will still be all the world to you. And 
there is no limit to God’s love. The limit 
is in you. There are some things God Al- 
mighty cannot do. He can fling forth the 
dust that we call the Milky Way; he can 
scoop out the wild Atlantic bed. He can 
put the wings on an archangel or paint the 
beauty of a butterfly’s wings. But He can- 
not make a man submit to Him and love 
Him against his will. God loves with more 
than a mother’s love, but He cannot make 
you accept His love. All He can do is to 
point out the way. ‘I am the way. But He 
will never give you up. 
“God has. a-mother’s way of instructing 

It takes a mother to teach the A, B, 
C’s. A man is no good in the primary de- 
partment. He is absolutely out of place. It 
takes a mother to teach the rudiments. It 
is because of her patience, her love. A fa- 
ther says, ‘Why do you keep on telling that 
child the same thing? You have told him 
nineteen times already!’ And she says, ‘I 
‘will tell him again and again and again, until 
he knows it and remembers it.’ How like 
that is God! There is one word He has 
been trying to teach us for a long time; 
but we haven't learned it; we can’t pronounce 
it right; we can’t read it right. It is a 
word of one syllable—faith—faith. Some- 
times He spells it out in the sunshine of 
prosperity, and He says, ‘Can’t you see it? 
Can't you read it? Can’t you learn it and 
know it?’ And sometimes He spells it out 
in the black letters of adversity.

God’s Sympathy. 

“God has a mother’s way of sympathizing 
with us. The little child needs to be com- 
forted every hour of the day. The moth- 
er soothes and refreshes the little one. Her 
grace is sufficient for her child. And we 
are all children. Some of us have grown 


us. 


Older, but we need comfort, too. We are not 
so ready to ask for it, but we need it just 
the same. But God is no indifferent. He is 
like a mother in His sympathy and His com- 
fort. 

“And then Gok, like mother, is near to us 
In our secret need. There are no watchers 
like God and mother. The nurse may go to 
sleep for very weariness, but the mother does 
not sleep, or if she does, she sleeps with 
one eye open, that she may catch the least 
movement of her dear one. I have seen a 
mother sleeping after watching for weeks 
over her child. The gale was blowing, but it, 
didn’t disturb her. But the child breathed a 
little harder and the mother’s eyes were open 
at once. God is like mother; He is nearer to 
us when our neéds are sorest. You remember 
Christ slept in spite of the tempest. But when 
His disciples had need of Him, He awoke, 
brushed the sleep from his eyes, and said to 
the winds, ‘Be still!”

meeting. | 

The paper carries with it the expen- 
diture of money and must, therefore, 
be voted on by council alone Monday 
afternoon and then sent to the alder- 
manic board for action. It is gen- 
erally conceded that if council votes 
to sustain the veto of the mayor the 
aldermanic board will follow this ac- 
tion and if council overrides the veto 
thes aldermanic board will also over- 
ride. In other words, the matter will 
be decided by the action of council 
Monday afternoon. 

City Must Then Appeal. 

In case the,.veto is sustained the 
city must then appeal to the higher 
court and ask for the appointment of 
@ receiver for the operation of the 
plant pending a fina] settlement of the 
case. 

Mayor Woodward said Saturday in no 
uncertain language that he will not 
approve of any consent judgment 


'ggainst the city and that if council 


wants to settle the case and pay for 
the plant the city must pay all or none 
this year and at the same time. 

“Council might accept the suggestion 
of the company that the entire amount 
of the judgment go over until next year 
and be paid at that time in full,” he 
said Saturday. “I think they could do 
that legally, though I don’t know. It 
will not avail them anything, however, 
for they will be just as hard put to it 
then to raise the necessary money for 
the settlement as they are. at the pres- 
ent time.” 

The supposition that the veto of the 


_° mayor on the consent judgment resolu- 


tion will be sustained is based on the 
fact that some members of council have 
gotten the idea that the company will 
make better terms if it becomes evi- 
dent that the city is determined to ap- 
peal to the higher court. Councilman 
Fred Woodall and others have express- 
ed this opinion in so many words. 

Though members of the general coun- 
eil do not want the crematory shut down, 
many of them saying that they wil 
not allow the city to dump garbage in 
their wards, they can’t find the money 
from their different street improve- 
ments to pay the whole bill at this 
time, although many of them urge that 
the matter should be setled. 


Stand of Councilmen. 


Councilmen J. N. Renfroe, George P. 
Freeman and W. H. Johnson have de- 
clared positively they will vote to sus- 
tain the veto of the mayor. - 

Councilmen McCord, Bell, J. C. White 
and Landers have declared they will 
vote to override the veto and settle the 
case.

Number of Blanks Stolen 


From Uncle Sam. 


Robert E. Barry, inspector in charge 
in Atlanta for the postoffice depart- 
ment, last week issued a warning to 
all hotels of Atlanta to beware spu- 
rious money orders, his letter listing 
by number a total of 3,475 money or- 
der blanks which have disappeared 
from 31 postoffices throughout the 
United States during the last two 
months. 

Hotels, it is pointed out, are the 
most common prey of the bad money 
order fraud, and it is for that reason 
the warning is directed more generally 
to these than to any other class of 
business’ institutions. Only a few 
weeks ago three Atlanta hotels were 
“fleeced” in sums of $60 each by one 
“money order crook” in one night, it 
is reported, and the perpetration of 
similar frauds is not uncommon. 

Invariably the bogus money order 
man engages a room at the hotel upon 
which he has designs. Usually he 
makes no attempt to pass any bad pa- 
per until after he has been a guest at 
the house for some days, made a “good 
fellow” of himself in the lobby, the 
grill room and at ihe desk, and in- 
gratiated himself in the confidence of 
the .-management. Then, always at 
night, after the postoffice money or- 
der department has closed, he has a 
sudden need for funds, produces a 
money order payable to himself which 
he “intended to cash tomorrow,” gets 
it cashed by the obliging hotel and 
vanishes. As in the recent instance 
cited above, sometimes two or more 
houses are ‘‘worked” during the same 
night. 

No money order may be legally made 
out for more than $100, so the amount 
possible to realize in one “haul” is 
not great—usually the bad order is 
made out for moderate sums, far below 


the $100-limit. 

{t is explained, too, that, the bulk 
of the stolen order blanks emanate 
from small towns, hecause there post- 
office vigilance ordinarily is more than 
in the big city offices. The inspectors 
explain the presence of many post- 
office money order blanks, in the hands 
of unauthorized persons by citing in- 
stances where, in small offices, thieves 
occasionally victimize the unwary post- 
master by boldly purloining blanks 
from “right under hjs nose.” The thief 
may make application for an order. In

“The city pays about three-fourths 
of the taxes of Fulton county,” stated 
Mr. Ewing. “The county is spending 


thousands and thousands of dollars 
opening up boulevards out in the coun- 
try districts. This money should be 
turned to the main thoroughfares of 
the city of Atlanta, and the county 
should put its convicts to work inside 
the city, and fill up the shortage 
brought on by prohibition in the city 
convicts from the stockade.” 
Brittain’s Statement. 

Mr. Brittain’s statement follows: 

“It has been the practice of the city of 
Atlanta in the prosecution of its public work, 
such as paving and grading for street and 
sidewalk work, to utilize the male prison- 
ers from the city stockade. 

“This is a statement which fs in no way 
intended to criticise the moral standards 
which govern such things, but is a state- 
ment by which the construction department 
wishes to eall the attention of the general 
public to the increased cost of its public 
works, brought about through the decreas- 
ing number of available prisoners for work 
on streets. This has taken a most notable 
decrease since the prohibition laws of the 
state became effective on May 1.

Big Decrease in Prisoners. 


“It will be noted from the above statis- 
tics that the decrease in the average daily 
number of prisoners available for street 
work during the year 1915 and 1916 to May 
1, is approximately 8 per cent under the 
year’s 1913 and 1914. That from May 1 to 
May 10, 1916, the average daily number of 
prisoners available for street work shows a 
decrease of 16 per cent over 1916 from Janu- 
ary 1 to May 1. 

“Owing to the fact that May 1 to May 10 
includes a number of prisoners sentenced 
during the month of April, whose terms 
carried over into May, this decrease does 
not show the true facts as to prisoners 
available since prohibition became effective. 
For that reason it will be wel: to note that 
from May 11 to 13, during which period a

Carranza Troop Movements. 

General Scott’s telegraphic report at 
the conclusion of the conference threw 
little light on the situation further 
than to indicate that the exchange of 
views with the Mexican war minister 


had been of a wholly friendly character. 


Since that time reports of Carranza 
troop movements have indicated that 
the de facto government was taking 
active steps in the region south of 
Boquillas and also moying into the ter- 
ritory abandoned by neral Pershing’s 
forces as they are moving north to- 
ward San Antonio, probably the south- 
ern base of the expeditionary force 
for some time to come. 

Secretary Lansing expects to have 
a long conference with General Scott 
before he prepares to renew the diplo- 
matic discussion of the status of the 
American expeditionary force with 
Eliseo Arredondo, Carranza’s ambas- 
sador here. The state department also 
expects to get some light on whether 


it was the war minister or General 
Carranza himself who prevented the 
ratification of the formal. agreement 
worked out by the conferees. 
Puzzling to Officials. 

This question has been a puzzling 
one to officials here. Special Agent 
Rodgers at Mexico City reported that 
the de facto government had officially 
announced the success of the border 
negotiations. This was taken to mean 
hat Carranza had approved the plan. 

hen came the statement by the con- 
ferees that they had been unable to 
reach a definite agreemnt, and had de- 
cided to refer the matter back to their 
respective governments for diplomatic 
negotiations. While this report was en 
route to Washington, Mr. Arredondo 
called upon Secretary Lansing to state 
that his advices from Mexico City In- 
dicated that the original agreement had 
been approved. General Scott is ex- 
pected to clear up the confusion. 

Mr. Arredondo was still without in- 
structions tonight in regard to steps 
he may take in seeking to reopen diplo- 
matic consideration of the border situ- 
ation. In any event, Secretary Lansing 
would be unwilling to begin the con- 
versations, however, until he has been 
fully advised by General Scott. It may 
be late in the week before conversa- 
tions between the secertary and the 
ambassador are under way. 


SUSPICIOUS FIRES 
AT FORT BLISS. 


Fl Paso, Texas, May 14.—Army posts 
and stations along the border were on 
their guard against incendiaries today 
as a result of two fires last night at 
Fort Bliss, where flames of unknown 
origin destroyed a storehouse, three 
cavalry stables, three horses and some 
tents. 

Army officers believe an investigation 
will disclose the fires could not be of 
spontaneous or accidental origin. It 
was said that there was no attempt on 
the ammunition hou The storehouse, 
where the first fire occurred, contained 
some machine guns. 

Two other fires recently have been 
of suspicious nature. At the field base 
at Columbus, N., #: about $700 worth 
of hay was destr@¥ed.

Orlando, Fla., May 14.—Woman’s po-

Rural churches will be given much 
attention at this assembly as was the 
case last year. It has been ascertained 
that almost two-fifths of the Presby- 
terlan churches in the south are in 
country districts. 

The question of providing for aged 
ministers also is expected to be thregh- 
ed out. Some church leaders who De- 
lieve that preachers who have given 
the best years of their life in the min- 
istry paying practically no heed to 
personal gain should be insured a mod- 
erate income in their old age and it 
is understood are prepared to urge 
that such provision be made. 

Many other subjects, some of which 
have been given much attention be- 
fore, will be discussed at the three 
daily sessions. Dates set for the as- 
sembly are from May 18 to 26.

The one anomalous feature was Unit- 
ed States Steel, which continued to 
lag in the face of its brilliant April 
tonnage statement. Other industrials 
were retarded by the siuggishness of 
steel, but metals held firm. 

ere was little in the movements 
of foreign exchange to give credence 
to er ay talk. Easing of sterling rates 
and the strength of remittances to 
German were the contrasting fea- 
tures of that market. 

Bank clearances continued to keep 
up with the expansion of general busi- 
ness. The financial embarrassment of 
-@ well known merchandising concern 
was the occasion of much surprise be- 
cause its failure seemed to result from 
causes in no sense symptomatic of gen- 
eral conditions. 

There was some hardening of money 

rates for long time accommodations, a 
change attributed to the approach of 
@ season that is expected to increase 
mercantile demands at leading centers 
of trade. 


BULLISH FEELING 
COTTON MARKET 


‘Prices Carried Up to New 
High Level for Season. 
Net Advance 20 to 22 


Points. 


iNew Orleans, May 14.—Bullieh feeling 
increased in the cotton market last 
week and prices were carried up to new 
high levels for the sason, both on spots 
and futures. The spot inquiry con- 
tinued to be the mainstay of the mar- 
ket, although much was made of peace 
rumors and some buying was induced 
by reports of drouth working against 
germination in the southwestern por- 
tion of the felt and aiso in portions 
of the Atlantics. Trading was un- 
usually large in volume and outside 
interest grew in the speculative possi- 
bilities or the long side of the man«et. 
Many brokers claimed interest was be- 
ing switohed from war stocks to cot- 


ton. 

At the best of the week prices were 
45 to 49 points over the previous week’s 
close and at the lowest they were 1 
point under to 1 point over. The net 
change was a rise of 20 to 22 points. 

This: week the bullish element will 
watch anxiously for further signs of 
coming negotiations for the ending of 
the European war, for most bulls be- 
lieve that peace, especially if it comes 
with the market in its present temper, 
will cause the most important advance 
ever recorded by the staple. Another 
element will scan war news through 
quite another motive, for it is well 
recognized that with prices at present 
comparatively high levels, a subma- 
rine attack on a passenger vessel con- 
tray to international law would lead 
to a quick and probably disastrous 
break in values. 

With politics still holding such an 
important place among the factors in 
the situation, it will be difficult to 
arouse interest in the crop now grow- 
ing, which usually is manifested at 
this time of year. However, favorable 
conditions over the ‘Selt would call 
forth some selling of the new crops, 
while the bulls are in a position to 
make much use of an unfavorable turn 
in crop accounts. 

Continued strength of spots would 
be a steadying influence under almost 
any conditions, while any weakening 
in the spot situation would lead to 


general selling.

FORSYTH THEATER 


Commerce and Industry 
| Still Moving to Tune of 
Posperity, Says Bradstreet. 


Bradstreet’s report says: 

Commerce and industry continue to 
move along to the now familiar tune 
of prosperity. Trade is active, manu- 
facturers are busy, collections are sat- 
isfactory, money is easy, bank deposits 
are heavy, warm weather has improved 
retail distribution, reorders for spring 
goods from manufacturing centers are 
conspicuous and buying for fall. pro- 
ceeds apace. Numerous cities say 
trade is far ahead of the ‘est of 
previous seasons, mail order houses are 
doing a record volume of business, 
labor is well employed at the highest 
wages known, the strike situation has 
mended somewhat, the supply of rail- 
way cars is better, bank clearings ex- 
hibit increases over one and two years 
ago, and though there are some evi- 
dences of prices probably having 
reached zenith point, many centers, 
particularly in the southwest, indicate 
that the movement as regards staple 
goods is upward. 

Expectations of heavy business next 
fall and winter mingle with fears of 
short supplies of goods. Optimism 
everywhere is noteworthy, and though 
commodities are at very high levels, 
complaints are neither widespread nor 
atrongly voiced. On the other hand, the 
crop situation is irregular, 6,000,000 
fewer acres in wheat will go into corn 
and barley, and the season is late, 
labor as.a whole is unplacated, build- 
ing has been checked by high costs, 
some railways have taken to buying 
wooden freight cars, there is less do- 
mestic demand for finished steel, and 
in some lines there is a ——— dispo- 
sition to complain about profits being 
reduced by the high cost of raw ma- 
terials as well as by the rise in gen- 
eral expenses. But while the steel in- 
dustry is experiencing a lull in new 
home demand, a lull that is welcomed 
by the way, foreign buyers are in the 
market, paying the prices for essential 
kinds of steel from which they turned 
away some while ago. Yet the trends 
as a whole seem to suggest that price 
advances, except in relatively isolated 
cases, will be less likely from now on. 
In the stock market public buying is 
absent, and while there is more or 
less irregularity, due principally to the 
Mexican situation, there is enough re- 
cuperative power to superinduce ad- 
vances following recessions. 


HEAVY STEEL ORDERS 
ARE PLAGED BY ALLIES 


Steel Corporation’s Orders Ex- 
ceed Shipments by 19,942 
Tons Per Day. 


—_ 


New York, May 14.—Agents of the 
entente allied governments succeeded 
last week in placing contracts with 
American milis for a little more than 
300,000 tons of blooms and mound steel 
bars for the manufacture of gat 
tiles. The significant fact is that all 
of the shipments are to be made this 
year and 150,000 tons additional are 
under negotiation for shipment in 1916, 
but only about 100,000 tons are said to 
be available for export in the next 
seven months. The sales made were 
largely for the French government. It 
is understood that about half of this 
steel will be furnished by the steel 
corporation and the other half by four 
independent mills. 

The April statement of unfilled ton- 
nage by the United States Steel cor- 
poration last Wednesday indicated that 
new orders taken exceeded shipments 
by 19,942 tons per day. Shipments 
were estimated at the rate of 50,800 
tons per day and new business at the 
rate of 70,742 tons. Output of ingots 
and rolled steel products were almost 
200,000 tons less than in March. 

The railroads are placing liberal or- 
ders for motive power and bridges, but 
contracts for rails and cars are small 
in proportion. The rail mills took con- 
tracts for 42,000 tons of standard and 
light sections, about 17,000 tons of 
which were at the/higher prices es- 
tablished May 1. The locomtive shops 
secured orders for 170 engines, 60 of 
which are for the Boston and Maine 
and 76 for the Pennsylvania; 200 more 
are under negotiation. The car shops 
received orders for 486 cars and be- 
tween 6,000 and 7,000 more are pending, 
one third of which only are for domes- 
tic roads. 

Large orders are being placed for ex- 
tensions to manufacturing plants and 
railroads are placing bridge orders with 
a more liberal hand. The fabricating 
shops booked contracts for nearly 
25,000 tons of steel —- the second 
week of May and submitted tenders 
on an equal tonnage. Other work is 
in sight which will call for 125,000 tons 
of steel, of which 75,000 tons is for 
projects in the New York metropolitan 
district. ; 

Buying of pig iron amounted to about 
100,000 tons, three-fourths of which 


was for foundry grades for domestic 
consumers. Small sales of steel mak- 
ing and special iron were made for ex- 
port to the Mediterranean, Mexico and 
South America. 


COTTON GOODS FIRM, 
BUT GENERALLY QUIET 


—_—_——- 


New York, May 14.—Cotton goods 
markets have been very firm, but gen- 
erally quiet. Advances have continued 
in print cloths and in some sheetings, 
but there has been a lessened demand 
for the wide heavy sheetings for bag- 
ging to replace burlaps. Cool weather 
still impedes an active retail distribu- 
tion of seasonable cotton goods for 
dress purposes, but the retail and job- 
bing trades are generally active, ad- 
vance business continuing good. Fine 
cambrics and nainsooks have been ad- 
vanced again. Fine combed yarn 
cloths are selling on the top level of 
prices in recent years. Cotton duck 
rules very firm and some purchases 
have been made for deliveries to run 
through the first half of 1917. Export 
demand continues large and sales are 
restricted only by the diffculties of ar- 
ranging for vessel room. Labor 
scarcity continues to lessen produc- 
tion in various divisions of the trade 
and strikes in the knitting trades con- 
tinue. The lockout and strikes in the 
garment trades are interfering with 
the taking in of goods ordered by the 
cutters. -Producing costs are moving 
higher all the while and manufacturers 
are very stiff in asking advances for 
late deliveries. Yarns have moved up- 
ward. Quotations on cotton goods fol- 
lows: Print cloths, 28-inch, 64x64s, 
4%c; 64x60s, 4c; 38%-inch, 64x64s, 
5%c and 6c; brown sheetings, southern 
standards, 8%c; denims, 2.20 oz., indigo, 
18%c; tickings, 15%c; prints, 7c; 
staple ginghams, 8c; dress ginghams, 
10%c.

Best Assurances of Sustain- 
ed Economic Progress Are 
Present, Says Dun. 


Dun’s report says: 

' Nothing has developed to prevent 
continuance of the remarkable activi- 
ties and unprecedented achievements 
in the business world. International 
uncertainties still cause hesitancy in 
the securities markets, but productive 
enterprise remains unaffected and la- 
bor troubles are less disturbing. The 
most gratifying feature of the situa- 
tion, as it has been for some time, is 
the absence of excesses and general 
avoidance of over-extension in all legi- 
timate undertakings. This affords the 
best assurance of sustained economic 
progress, and while pressure of new 
demands has clearly subsided in cer- 
tain important lines, special causes are 
not needed to account for some abate- 
ment after months of extraordinary 
buying. That the phenomenal pace 
could not continue indefinitely was 
obvious, and manufacturers, having 
more orders than can be conveniently 
handled, welcome the opportunity to 
work accumulated business of their 
books. There is not a mill or plant 
of any size in any of the leading in- 
dustries that is not covered by con- 
tracts well ahead, and the unfilled 
tonnage of the gre ee steel inter- 
est at the end of April not only sur- 
passed all records, but was 136 per 
cent greater than on the same date 
last year. 

The growing shortage of skilled la- 
bor, the numerous strikes and the gen- 
eral scarcity of raw materials make it 
increasingly diffic@t to maintain pro- 
duction at the maximum, so that de- 
liveries in not a few instances are long 
overdue. Insistent calls for rush ship- 
ments indicate the urgency of con- 
sumers’ requirements, and though the 
extreme costs are checking demands in 
some branches, in others, notably in 
footwear, the prospect of even higher 
prices is an incentive to larger buy- 
ing. Distribution of seasonable mer- 
chandise at retail continues more or 
less retarded by the backward weather 
in various sections, but the movement 
is remarkably active, nevertheless, and 
the development of fall trade leaves 
little, if anything, to be desired. With 
ecarcely an exception, statistical gauges 
by which business volumes are meas- 
ured still show a rising trend; apart 
from the slight recession in pig iron 
output, further expansion characterized 
all important uf ecole = during April. 
The striking advance in cotton—fully 
$5 a bale this month—has carried spot 
values to the highest level since be- 
fore the war, the unprecedented do- 
mestic consumption being a prominent 
factor in the rise.
